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Drill Planting=Shallow Cultivation. 

It is nineteen years since Mr. E, S. Car- 
man first began the advocacy of planting 
corn in drills instead of hills; of sowing 
fertilizers on the surface and merely har- 
rowing them in; Of surface cultivation— 
that ix, shallow cultivation; and of keep- 
ing the land as level as possible—that fs, 
not hilling up. There were then, as in- 
deed there were many years previously, 
advocates of one or the other of these 
methods, but none who favored all simul- 
taneously. 

At the present time there are many pro- 
gressive farmers who have tried this 
method, and few, if any, of them would 
return to the old way, viz.: plowing under 
the manure, planting in hill, hilling up 
and deep cultivation, until the corn is 
harvested.
